The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are directed to related subject matter. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or 
effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the invention of Group I consists of the steps of 
providing a spreadsheet, programming the software, inputting values for genetic association and 
determine allele frequency. The invention of Group II is drawn to providing a spread sheet, 
programming software, inputting values for genetic association, determining allele frequency and 
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determining a complete set of values for parameters defining the genetic study. The method 
steps have different stated outcomes and therefore, the inventions are different. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
